INQUIRIES: All inquiries concerning the admission of Phillips House patients 
should be made to the Director, Massachusetts General Hospital. 


PATIENTS: Patients may be cared for only by members of the Staff and Alumni 
of the Hospital. General medical, surgical, and obstetrical cases only are received. 


BILLS: Bills are payable weekly, in advance. Patients should come prepared to 
make a payment sufficient to cover the expenses of the first week. Any excess payment. 
will be refunded. 


RATES: The rates for private rooms range from $7.00 to $18.00 per day, according 
to the size, location and bath privileges. This charge includes board, share of regular 
nursing, ordinary medicines, and routine laboratory examinations. 


OPERATING: A charge of $5.00 is made for minor operations such as extraction 
of teeth, $10.00 for throat operations, and $15.00 for major operations and for the use of 
the case room. The above charges will be made whether using hospital operating room 
or the patient’s room. This includes dressings and ordinary drugs. 


NURSING: The charge for the exclusive services of a graduate nurse for twelve-hour 
day or night duty will be $44.00 per week, which includes charge for maintenance of 
nurse. Nurses are not allowed to sleep in the room with the patient. The regular nursing 


is quite sufficient unless a patient is very ill.

He was paroled on Christmas eve after 
serving nine months of a minimum term 
of one year. 

In a letter accompanying the pam- 
phlet, which h edescribes as ‘‘an expo- 
sure of the New York state manage- 
ment in an effort to save the league,”’ 
Anderson announced that he had sent 
copies of the publication to all news- 
papers in New York state and to 300 
dailies and 150 religious wecklies in the 
rest of the country. 


PAMPHLET’S TITLE 
The pamphlet is entitled: ‘‘Dry ’Lead- 
ership’ v. Dry Cause; or How Greatest 
Wet Victory in History Was Won by 
Dry ‘Experts.’ By William H. Ander- 


son, a Veteran of 24 Years of Fiercest 
Fighting, Who Risks Misunderstanding, 
Unfair Criticism and New Slanders to 
Prevent the Dry Organization from Be- 
jing Completely Destroyed, the Dry 
| Cause from Being Further Injured and 
the Dry Protestant Churches from Be- 
ing Again and Worse Defeated as a 
Result of the Conspiracy Which Elim- 
inated Him from the Superintendency of 
the Anti-Saloon League of New York.”’ 

Anderson explains, in his circular let- 
ter which summarizes the contents of 
|the pamphlet, as follows:

Foye found no bidders for the doomed 
properties on the west side of Tremont 
street, from Stuart street to Arlington

In the old days when Colonnate Row on 
Tremont street was in its prime, the fash- 
ionable world turned at the corner of the 
Common and started up Boylston. street 
rather than continuing down Tremont. In 
the seventeenth century Frog Lane was 
supposed to extend from Orange street, as 
that part of Washington was then called, 
out to the sea. It was in-use, however, 
only as far as the burying ground on 
the Common, and was lost in the marshes 
of the tidewater. In 1813 'Frog Lane be- 
came Boylston street from the Boylston 
market on Washington to Pleasant street, 
at the southwest corner of the Common. 
Since then it has had an honorable career 
and a steady growth.

The Famous Hotel Pelham 


At the corner of Boylston and Tremont 
streets, on the site of the present Littla 
Building, stood a famous structure, well 
remembered by, even the present genera- 
tion, for it was not torn down until 1916. 
This was the Hotel Pelham, which en- 
joyed the distinction of being the first 
apartment house in the United States. 
When it was built, about 1857, the idea 
was new, and the best the builders could

Early Boylston Street History 


Partaking of the nature of Colonnade 
row, Boyiston street contained in the early 
years of the nineteenth century the homes 
of some of the prominent citizens of Bos- 
ton. Where the Little Building stands was 
the estate of William Foster, and fine 
grounds surrounded the house, extending 
back along Tremont street to Rensselaer 
place, so called because one of his daugh- 
ters married Dr. Jeremiah van Rensselaer 
of New York. This was before 1836. Next 
to that property in the same period came 
the Wheeler estate, later occupied by the 
Boston Public Library, which was com- 
pleted in 1858 at a cost of $365,000. Be- 
yond the library site and extending to Car- 
ver street was the estate of Colonel Fitch, 
he whose name was attached to ‘Fitch’s 
pasture,” which was bought by the city in 
1756 for burying ground purposes. Up to 
1836 there was no mall along the Common 
side of Boylston street, and the burying 
ground was inclosed with a rude fence, 
outside of which a ridge of land encroached 
to within a few feet of the opposite side 
of the street. This had a gravelly bank 
and a few ‘buttonwood trees and was a 
dismal place, shunned carefully at night 
by all youngsters. In 1836 work was. be- 
gun on making the street a thoroughfare 
by removing the ridge and constructing a 
mall. This necessitated moving some of 
the tombs which abutted on the street. The 
completion of this work made a more in- 
viting street, and building began to be 
brisk. Seven years later, in 1843, an order 
was passed in the council to lay out Boyls-:

Undertakes to Provide in Largest Measure for Devel- 


opment of Latent Possibilities in Each Student

Detroit, Mich, 
ETROIT’S public-school pro- 
gram, in all its varied aspects, 
- has underlying it a clearly 
defined social philosophy. it under- 
takes to provide in the largest meas- 
ure possible for the development of 


the potential powers of every indi- 
vidual and at the same time recog- 
nizes that the purposes of education 
are only partially realized if the in- 
dividual is not made socially efficient, 
Efforts toward individualization as 
well as socialization are reflected in 
almost every activity of the Detroit 
schools, 

In the elementary platoon schools 
pupils spend one-half of the day in 
home rooms where the three R’s are 


guarded as far as may be by a yoca- 
tional guidance and 
bureau, and by counselors in high 
schools, intermediate schools, and 
grammar schools whose function it is

to study individuals and help them | 


to find a place either in life activ- 
ities or in high schools. Interclass 
and inter-school athletics are highly 
developed and the elementary and 
intermediate schools hold an annual 
field day at Belle Isle Park in which 
several thousand children partic- 
ipate.

Investigators are visiting all States in 
which there is tthe slightest doubt of the 
result, Their reports from New Hampshire 
say that Moses is as strong there as ever 
among leaders and rank and file alike. He 
has, moreover, the support of the press.

they are watching for a period of 
magnths 12 young college students 
who are being paid a regular wage 
to sleep on beds that virtually are 
little less thafi scales. 

While these young men sleep— 
or, to be more exact, throughout 
each eight-hour:night during which 
they rest upon the “scales’—the 
instruments record every move 
they make, even the little flinging 
of a forearm -in dreams, or the 
quiveringg shudders of the fright 
that is born of nightmare. 

The 12 “subjects,” as Dr. H. M. 
Johnson, noted psychologist in 
charge of the unique research, 
calls them, are undergraduates at 
Carnegie Institute of Technology 
and the. University of Pittsburg. 

They began sleeping for science 
early in January of this year, and 
are under agreement to continue 
until the close of the present col- 
lege year in June. ‘ They are, 
paradoxical as it may _ sound, 
cheerfully helping themselves to 
an education by sleeping. 


“To. Sleep, Perchance to Dream!” 


Five nights each week, the 12 sleep- 
ers report promptly at 10:20 o’clock, 


and are examined by doctors and 


ScientistS under direction of © Dr. 
ohnson. On the sixth and seventh 
nights, they are permitted to remain 
out for a short time longer, but when 
they come in the same routine is fol- 
lowed, 

Record is taken each night of their 
peneral condition and health, their 
earts and ¢nervous systems are test- 
ed, and they are then subjected to 
what might be called psychological 
easurements.

Sleeping on Scales 


Thése beds are arranged side by 
side in a dormitory room, 20 by #0 
feet, in the top of a college fraternity 
house. Each is suspended from the 
ceiling on what are called pendular 
gimbals, or supports that permit 
them to sway as easily as does the 
beam of a well-oiled electric scales. 

Otherwise, the beds are of standard 
equipment, with coil springs and mat- 
tresses of the best and most comfort- 
ably tufted cotton. , 

Running from each bed is an elec- 
trical connection that forms passing 
contacts with a small machine which 
balances a stylus, or pen-point, upon 
the surface of a roll of paper that 
thoves slowly and uniformly beneath 
it—somewhat as did the cylinder on 
the first phonograph. 

As the sleeper stirs fitfully, or tosses 
violently, or sitS up, the bed moves 
with him, the shifting of the frame 
suiting the quantity of the action. 
With each move, an electric current is 
set up and, like the moving finger of 
the poet, the stylus writes. 

When 6:45 comes, and the alarm 
clock rousés the sleeping dozen, a 
complete record has been /ingcribed. 
The surface of each strip of Paper is 
marked with parallel lines at inter- 
vals, each of which represents five 
minutes. The line traced by the sty- 
lus has in each case passed across 
these marks, varying along a hori- 
zontal line that represents motionless 
slumber, 

If any particular sleeper has lain 
without stirring, the stylus line on his 
record coincides, straight and unde- 
viating, with the horizontal line. 

But if another has. slept unevenly, 
has awakened frequently, the stylus 
line zigzags across the page, back and 
forth across the straight middle line 
of-_peaceful sleep.

Snoring for Science 


Will the average \record show that 
the dozen sleepers for science slept 
more soundly during’ the first and last 


hours of their regular eight-hour peri- 
ods—in accord with the deductions of 
foreign investigators? 

Will the record prove that the usual 


sleep before 12 o’clock ig sounder than’ 


that after midnight, 
doctors all declare? 

Is the sleeper who “sleeps like a 
log,”’ as the old phrase puts it, more 
recuperated and ready for the tasks 
of his day than he who tosses and 
tumbles through part of the night? 

These are some of the more obvi- 
ous questions, of greatest. popular in- 
terest, which Dr. Johnson and his 
assistants—George BE. Weigand, junior 
fellow of Ohio State University, and 
Dr. Thomas H. Swan, physical chem- 
ist—expect the sleep stest to settle. 
Still, they are only tall trees in the 
forest of conclusions that will, with- 
out doubt, be drawn from the records 
of the 12 sleepers. 

The world of science awaits the re- 
sults of the experiments with antici- 
pation of notable discoveries in many 
fields. Physicians in general are said 
to be giving the inquiry much atten- 
tion, and many have offered to co- 
operate with Dr. Johnson and his as- 
sociates. They believe, these medical 
men, that the results will throw light 
on many problems virtually connected 
with the relation of sleep to health 
and its preservation. 

The work was undertaken at the 
suggestion of a wealthy Pittsburg bed 
maypufacturer, who after many years 
in business had bégun to speculate on 
the part his beds really played in the 
well-being of the race.

ing, active life, will be one of the 
things taught in schools and colleges. 
During an inquiry at George Wash- 
ington University, in which four stu- 
dents went without sleep for 60 
hours and two others for 78, it was 
noted that the ‘‘subjects’’ slept for 
different periods when they were 
finally permitted to slip into the arms 
of Morpheus. One slept eight hours, 
another 10, if reports be right, and 
both, according to’ the doctors, recu- 
perated in about the same degree. In 
other words, the youth who slept 
eight hours was a speedier, more 
efficient snoozer than his comrade.

“Patriots” Who Do Not Raise 


Boys to Be 


Soldiers

Washington, April 29—Opponents of mili- 
tary training in schools anpneared befor 
the House. Military Affairs Committee to 
day in support of a bill introduced by Rep 
resentative Welch of Pannsylavania, placing 
a veto unon compulsory military training 
“in any educational institution other thal 
a military school.’ It was a revival of the 
old argument, “I didn’t raise my boy té 
be a soldier.” 

The bill provides that no officer the 
Army or any other person in the emplo: 
o fthe United States” shall teach any cours 
of military training in any university, col 
educational institution 
than a essentially miliary school, if sucl 
institution reuirés.any. student to pursu 
such course as a prerequisite for graduat 
ing or for any other reason.”

American ‘educational institutions,’ Welcl

The Fairbanks Museum of Natural Science 


=] 


J ERMONT has always been noted for the superior quality of her 
people, her products and her institutions and among the latter, the 
Fairbanks Museum of Natural Science at St. Johnsbury stands at 
the head. It is not a mere repository for musty collections, but 
a real living, working institution with matchless scientific collections 
and excellent educational facilities. This museum with all of its 
magnificent collections and equipments was presented to the town of St, 
Johnsbury in December, 1891, by the late Colonel Franklin Fairbanks. 

The building is of Longmeadow brown sandstone and was designed by the 
late Lambert Packard of St. Johnsbury. The interior is finished in polished 
oak and is well lighted and suited to its purposes. In addition to the exhibit 
halls there is a commodious office and a class-room which is used for 
the monthly lectures to the schools as well as for general assembly purposes. 

It was the wish of the founder that the museum be developed as an 
educational and cultural center and that the schools of St. Johnsbury should 
be regularly instructed along Natural History lines, thus arousing in the 
children a love for nature and for knowledge. 

The benefits of the museum are not, however, confined to St. Johnsbury 
alone, for it is always glad to co-operate with any schools or teachers.in the 
state who care to bring classes to study its collections, or who by correspon- 
dence desire assistance in any departments of Nature Study. 

The Natural History collections are unsurpassed in point of excellence 
by any in the country. The Fairbanks Museum was one of the ploneers in 
the matter of arranging specimens in habitat groups to show the actual life 
of the creatures represented. 

Practically all of the taxidermy was done by the late William Everard Balch 
of Lunenburg, Vermont. Mr. Balch was master of his art as a taxidermist, as 
well as a naturalist of national repute and the habitat groups of birds, mammals 
and reptiles in the Fairbanks Museum attest his great skill. The group of Para- 
dise Birdsisconceded byall authorities to bethe best of its kindin North America. 

In the collections are 1860 species of birds, properly classified. In 
addition to the systematic collection are many duplicate specimens for study 
purposes. The mammal collection includes nearly every Vermont species 
and many from outside. The mineral, shell and fossil collections are very 
complete. In addition to the Natural History collections there are priceless 
Ethnological collections from China, Japan, the Philippines, Africa, Europe 
and other countries. Another most interesting feature is a series of industrial 
exhibits showing how common articles are manufactured from natural products. 

In a room set apart for the purpose are very fine historical collections 
showing types of early household industries and of the utensils that were

A broker should act toward his 
client or his customer as he would 
wish that client to act toward him 


or towards his widow or member of his 
family, were the positions reversed. 

The broker acts solely in a: repre- 
sentative capacity for his clients. His 
is the professional relationship simi- 
larly to that of a doctor or a lawyer, 
binding him to respect his client’s con- 
fidence and to protect his client’s in- 
terests. The broker is ‘obliged not 
only to make every effort to sell or 
rent the property intrusted to him, but 
to acquaint his client with all the ma- 
terial information which comes to him 
while acting as a broker. 

The relationship between 4 broker 
and a customer 1s purely a business 
one, such as a salesman for any repu- 
table mercantile concern has with his 
customers. : 

The operator is a principal dealing 
with other principals, either directly 
or through brokers. Obviously he rep- 
resents no one but himself, 

It is by giving both client and cus- 
tomer a square deal.every time that 
a broker gains and retains the respect 
and confidence of both and keeps add- 
ing to his clientele. 

Held in Higher Regard 

While public opinion is generally 
changing and giving a higher place to 
real estate men because of the efforts 
put forth by them through real estate 
boards, a great many among the gen- 
eral public still credit real estate men 
with following the “gold brick” rule of 
“doing any one you can and getting 
yours” rather than observing. the 
Golden Rule. 

Probably there will always be a cer- 
tain cauinber of men dealing in real 
estate who are not affiliated with a 
real estate organization and who are 
operating not only in the forgetfulness 
of tlfe Golden Rule, but in many cases 
in defiance of the laws of the state. 
In the past it has been difficult to con- 
trol.these men, but recently the State 
Department, charged with the enforce- 
ment of the real estate license law, 
has been functioning more and more 
satisfactorily.

Were Tricky, Too 


The crafty Roman builder of 
old, finding it difficult to secure 
good marble for purposes of con- 
struction, often resorted to trick- 
ery to conceal the use of inferior 
material. : 

By skillfully covering the seams 
and blemishes in the marble with 
wax, he was able to’turn the fin- 
ished building over to the owner, 
apparently in perfect condition. 

But the warm Italian sunshine 
soon disclosed the fraud, for as 
the wax was melted the flaws 
stood out in all their ugliness. 
Hence, it became necessary to 
stipulate in building contracts 
that the marble used should be 
“sine cera”’—without wax.

With inflexible firmness, the governor de- 
cided it*to be his duty to carry out the 
law in this case, and the sentiment of the 
State sustains his view. Even if one dis- 
approves oO. capital punishment, it is the 
law of the State, and it expresses the will 
of the people, and to:commute such a sen- 
tence is to lessen the respect felt for law, 
and to weaken the authority of the State. 

In view of the prevalence of crime, the 
governor also decided that he would bet- 
ter omit the usual Thanksgiving and 
Christmas pardons this year. There was 
an instance where he might have acted in 
an easy-going way without creating much 
comment. If he had simply passed out 
the usual number of pardons, no great 
public protest would probably have result- 
ed. But with a keen sense of his obliga- 
tion to the community, and with a reali- 
zation of the necessity for severe deal- 
ings in these times of outlawry, the gov- 
ernor has acted firmly, with the feeling 
that such milder measures are not ap 
propriate at this moment. 

There is a great deal of soft sentimen- 
tality now, that is not intelligent) enough 
to appreciate the sufferings of the whole 
community that occur because of the 
crimes of violence that are being con 
stantly committed. These outrages 
against the' public safety create an incal 
culable amount of misery to the victims 
of these crimes, arid to the friends of all 
who commit them. Whenever lenient 
treatment is given to criminals, it encour- 
ages a new lot of them to go on commit- 
ting. their brutal deeds, so that the 
amount of suffering is very much in 
creased by these acts of untimely clemen 
cy.’ The governor is greatly to be com- 
ménded for the firmness he has shown 
in enforcing the penalties of the law, 
which must help discourage crime in this 
State.

HE piercing of the Boulevard 

Haussmann, which, never having 

had anything to do with the bul- 

warks of the city, is in reality 
not a. boulevard at all, will probably be 
the last.great work of road-making ui- 
dertaken within the city by the town- 
planners for some time to come, for 
schemes bigger than. any of. Hauss- 
mann’s are now maturing which will 
give Paris a new ring of boulevards— 
real ones. these—upon the site of. the 
ramparts which for over half a century 
have prevented the spread of Paris into 
the surrounding country.” 

The disappearance of this twenty-six- 
mile corset will give the city breathing- 
srace. It means the freeing from earth 
and masonry of many thousands of 
acres of land, upon - which -playing- 
grounds and boulevards are to be built: 
for, in addition to the 2000 acres covered 
by the ramparts, the ‘military zone 
will also be liberated. 

This zone is a belt of land upon which 
building had been prohibited, in order to 
keep a proper field of-fire for the guns of 
the fortifications. It forms a special type 
of slum-girdle round Paris, for the ex- 
tremely poor and the criminal classes 
have gradually settled upon the land, 
built themselves wooden huts, and 
started market-gardening on a smail 
scale. These squatters are firmly per- 
suaded that time has consecrated their 
occupation, and haye formed an asso- 
ciation for the defence of their “rights,” 
and, since they are voters, have black- 
mailed al] but the central Paris deputies 
into supporting .their claims to com- 
pensation for the surrender oftheir 
stolen property. 

While the ramparts have constricted 
the growth of Paris, their effect has been 
as nothing when compared with that of 
the barrier there erected by the adminis- 
trative and octroi frontier. It has had

iunderground railways of Paris has dared 


even to burrow underneath it. Many of 
the trams and nearly all of the buss 
routes stop with a jerk at the gates. 
Every “vehicle has to pause to declare 
any article liable to municipal customs, 
and as motorspirit is on the list, as well 
as most edibles, the delay and confusion 
caused by the constant medley of mar- 
ket-carts and motor-cars can easily be 
imagined. 

With the fortifications gone the octroi- 
barrier will ! ave to be moved farther 
afield, which will mean the absorption by 
Paris of many large industrial towns, 
such as Neuilly, Asnieres and Suresnes; 
or else Paris will have to follow the ex- 
ample of Lyons and abolish this archaic 
method of raising the municipal wind.

“All right,” said he, “You, open next

I did. I was billed as “‘Master Georgie

“Can you beat that?” I gaid to. a little 
tenor singer who was dressing with me.

As they 
have been at considerable expense, 
they humbly hope that the inhabi- 
ants will. grant them protection; and, 
if they are so happy as to meet with 
encouragement, they propose to give 
a benefit night for the support of the 
poor. The following recommendation, 
copied from the original was signed by 
the Governor, Council and neay 100 
of the principal gentlemen of Virginia: 

“Williamsburg, June 11, 1761. 

“<The company of comedians under 
the direction of David Douglas have 
performed in this Colony for near a 
twelvemonth; during which time they 
have made it their constant practice 
to behave With prudence and discre-
